SIGNIFICANCE  OF  ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

The  significance  of  academic  costume  is  determined  especially  by  the 
sleeves  and  hoods.  DOCTORS  wear  the  round,  bell  sleeve;  the  gown  is  faced 
down  the  front  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color  indicating 
the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large.  The  doctor  may,  if  he  so  choose,  wear 
the  gold  tassel  on  his  cap.  MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a  slit 
near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the  master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 
BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve.  The  color  of  the  tassel  indi- 
cates whether  the  degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or  science  (golden- 
yellow)  . 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the  institutions  granting  the  degree,  or 
with  which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed  with  velvet  of  the  color 
distinctive  of  the  degree — for  example,  humanities  and  social  science,  white; 
philosophy,  blue;  science,  golden-yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering,  orange; 
education,  light  blue;  commerce  and  accounting,  drab.

President  Wilkinson: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  Cecil  Blount  de  Mille, 
accomplished  scholar  and  researcher,  consummate 
artist,  master  showman,  effective  teacher,  devoted 
social  preacher,  untiring  fighter  for  freedom,  success- 
ful businessman  and  philanthropist,  and  convincing 
exemplar  of  the  good  life  and  religion. 

Mr.  de  Mille's  father,  faced  with  a  choice  of  being 
a  minister  whose  message  would  reach  hundreds  or  a 
playwright  who  would  touch  the  lives  of  thousands, 
chose  the  stage  rather  than  the  pulpit,  and  collabo- 
rated wdth  David  Belasco  in  many  successful  plays. 
Mr.  de  Mille  was  bom  August  12,  1881,  in  Ashfield, 
Massachusetts.  In  August  of  this  year,  he  and  Con- 
stance Adams  of  Orange,  New  Jersey,  will  celebrate 
the  fifty-fifth  anniversary  of  their  wedding.  They 
have  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Since  childhood  days  Mr.  de  Mille  has  been 
strongly  influenced  by  the  Bible,  mainly  because  his 
father  read  daily  to  his  children  a  chapter  from  the 
Old  Testament,  a  chapter  from  the  New  Testament, 
and  a  chapter  from  history.  Mr.  de  Mille,  to  this  day 
a  constant  Bible  scholar,  sees  the  hand  of  the  Al- 
mighty in  all  the  affairs  of  men. 

In  1913  Mr.  de  Mille  filmed  The  Squaw  Man,  the 
first  feature  length  motion  picture  made  in  Holly- 
wood. Since  then  he  has  produced  seventy  grand- 
scale  pictures.  In  all  of  these  he  unites  great  enter- 
tainment with  enduring  truth.  With  superb  artistry 
he  presents  the  good,  the  true,  and  the  beautiful  in 
his  monumental  productions,  which  have  brought 
him  highest  professional  honors  and  the  accolades  of 
the  entire  world.  He  has  earned  awards  in  his  in- 
dustry and  profession  for  "best  picture,"  for  "con- 
sistent high  quality  of  production  achievement,"  for 
"pioneer  work  in  the  industry,"  for  "historic  contri- 
bution to  the  American  Motion  Picture,"  as  "top  pro- 
ducer director,"  and  for  "outstanding  service  to 
education." 


Mr.  de  Mille  looks  upon  God  as  the  guarantee  of 
all  our  liberties  and  the  ground  of  all  our  hope.  His 
crowning  achievement,  The  Ten  Commandments, 
really  the  story  of  Moses,  has  been  characterized  a 
work  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  human  freedom.  "How 
we  follow  the  Ten  Commandments  will  determine 
whether  we  die  in  bondage  or  live  in  liberty  under 
God's  Law,"  says  Mr.  de  Mille.  His  concern  for 
liberty  is  more  than  a  theory.  He  does  not  falter 
when  the  deed  is  to  be  added  to  the  word.  He  re- 
linquished a  $100,000  position  because  he  could  not 
bring  himself  to  pay  a  $1.00  political  assessment 
which  he  considered  a  limitation  of  his  freedom  of 
thought  and  of  action.  With  the  Bible  in  one  hand 
and  a  film  script  in  the  other,  he  brings  to  the  world 
the  best  in  life,  based,  as  always,  upon  the  firm 
foundation  of  liberty  and  righteous  living. 

Mr.  de  Mille,  fundamentally  of  a  religious  nature, 
inspires  many  to  live  according  to  high  principles  and 
moral  convictions.  As  the  result  of  seeing  Mr. 
de  Mille's  work,  some  have  dedicated  their  lives  to 
the  ministry.  Mr.  de  Mille  has  taken  no  financial 
profit  from  his  great  religious  dramas,  King  of  Kings 
and  The  Ten  Commandments.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  Glenn  E.  Nielson, 
distinguished  industrialist,  businessman,  public  ser- 
vant, and  churchman. 

Born  in  Aetna,  Alberta,  Canada,  May  26,  1903, 
he  is  the  son  of  James  E.  and  Margaret  Pilling  Niel- 
sen. He  received  his  education  in  Canada,  graduating 
from  the  Cardston  High  School  in  1920,  from  the 
Raymond  Agricultural  College  in  1921  with  a 
diploma  in  agriculture,  and  from  the  University  of 
Alberta  in  1933  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
agriculture  and  economics. 

On  December  25,  1928,  he  married  Olive  Wood  of 
Cardston  in  the  Alberta  Temple.  Mrs.  Nielson  attend- 
ed Brigham  Young  University  in  1926-27  and  later 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Alberta  Normal 
School  at  Calgary.  The  Nielsons  have  five  children, 
two  sons  and  three  daughters. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  University  of  Al- 
berta, Mr.  Nielson  remained  in  Canada  as  a  rancher 
until  1936,  when  he  moved  to  the  United  States,  be- 
coming associated  with  the  Cut  Bank  Oil  Refining 
Company,  Cut  Bank,  Montana.  In  1937  he  purchased 
the  Park  Refining  Company  of  Cody,  Wyoming,  later 
organizing  the  firm  now  known  as  the  Husky  Oil 
Company.  Since  its  formation  he  has  been  president 
of  the  company,  which  has  shown  a  remarkable 
growth  and  now  markets  its  oil  products  in  eight 
states.  The  company  also  has  exploratory  interests  in 
Israel,  Turkey,  and  Guatemala.  Subsidiaries  include 
the  Gate  City  Steel  Companies  of  Omaha,  Nebraska, 
and  Boise,  Idaho,  and  also  the  Trans-Tex  Drilling 
Company  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana. 

Mr.  Nielson  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Northern  Natural  Gas  Company.  He  has  been 
a  member  of  the  National  Petroleum  Council  since 
1947  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
American  Petroleum  Institute  since  1949.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Oil  and  Gas  Associ- 
ation in  1949  and  1950.  He  is  now  chairman  of  the 


Asphalt  Committee  of  the  American  Petroleum  Insti- 
tute and  in  January  of  1957  was  appointed  a  con- 
sultant to  the  Office  of  Oil  and  Gas  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  to  advise  on  problems  arising  in 
shipping  American  petroleum  to  West  Europe  during 
the  Suez  crisis. 

In  addition  to  his  leadership  in  the  petroleum  in- 
dustry, Mr.  Nielson  for  many  years  has  participated 
actively  in  the  civic  affairs  of  his  community  and  of 
his  state.  He  has  long  been  active  as  a  member  of  the 
Central  Wyoming  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America.  He  aided  in  organizing  and  building  the 
Buffalo  Bill  Scout  Camp  at  the  Eastern  Gateway  to 
Yellowstone  Park  and  is  a  member  of  its  Board  of 
Trustees.  Since  1940  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Cody  Hospital  Board,  acting  as  chairman  of  the 
Board  from  1949  to  1952;  he  helped  organize  and 
build  the  Cody  Medical  Center.  He  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Cody's  Buffalo  Bill 
Museum  since  1952,  and  in  1955  he  was  chairman 
of  the  Wyoming  Yellowstone  Park  Commission. 

Despite  numerous  business  and  civic  responsibili- 
ties, Mr.  Nielson  has  served  actively  as  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  In 
1924  he  fulfilled  a  mission  to  England  and  another 
to  California  in  1926,  serving  part  of  his  mission  as 
president  of  the  Fresno  District.  He  was  at  one  time 
superintendent  of  the  Woolford  Ward  Sunday  School, 
Alberta  Stake,  and  from  1940  to  1948  he  served  as  a 
counselor  in  the  bishopric  of  the  Cody  Ward,  Big 
Horn  Stake.

He  was  born  May  17,  1900,  son  of  Charles  Peter 
and  Christine  Marie  Larsen  Warnick,  pioneer  con- 
verts to  the  L.D.S.  Church  from  Sweden  and  Den- 
mark. He  attended  the  Pleasant  Grove  and  Manila 
elementary  schools,  and  after  graduating  from  the 
Pleasant  Grove  High  School,  fulfilled  a  mission  for 
his  chtirch  in  the  Northern  States.  He  married  Lu- 
rena  Eldridge  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  on  June  25, 
1924.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  sons  and  four 
daughters. 

After  returning  from  his  mission  he  assumed 
management  of  the  family  farm  at  Manila,  Utah. 
During  the  last  thirty-five  years  he  has  risen  to 
prominence  as  one  of  the  top  breeders  of  Holstein 
cattle  in  the  nation.  He  is  holder  of  the  coveted 
Breeder's  Registry  Award,  presented  by  the  Holstein- 
Friesian  Association  of  America. 

He  has  just  completed  his  second  term  as  pres- 
ident of  the  American  Dairy  Association.  Under  his 
leadership  the  Association  has  grown  to  a  46-state 
membership  with  an  annual  farmer-financed  bud- 
get of  over  $6,000,000,  of  which  more  than  85  per 
cent  is  spent  for  advertising.  The  organization  also 
devised  a  program  for  the  dairy  industry  that  was 
not  dependent  upon  government  subsidies  but  had 
as  its  basic  philosophy  the  idea  of  self-support.  In  his 
last  official  speech  as  Association  president  Mr.  War- 
nick  urged  that  dairymen  adhere  to  the  time-hon- 
ored American  concept  of  free  enterprise  and  volun- 
tary cooperation  by  themselves  developing  new  pro- 
ducts and  new  markets,  rather  than  accepting  a  soc- 
ialistic philosophy  of  government  controls  and  sub- 
sidies and  thus  becoming  dependent  upon  the  State 
and  the  mandatory  power  of  taxation. 

In  1953  he  was  named  by  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture Benson  to  a  ninety-man  dairy  industry  task  com- 
mittee. Later  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  a  ten- 


man  committee  to  select  a  location  for  the  nation's 
$19,000,000  animal  research  laboratory.  He  has  also 
been  consulted  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 
on  dairy  matters.  He  has  held  many  responsible 
positions  in  the  dairy  industry,  and  to  each  he  has 
brought  steady  wisdom,  a  progressive  attitude,  per- 
suasive power,  and  exceptional  facility  in  his  re- 
lations with  others. 

To  his  accomplishments  in  his  chosen  field  must 
be  added  numerous  civic  and  religious  responsibil- 
ities. Early  in  his  career  he  became  active  in  Boy 
Scout  work,  including  the  organization  in  1922  of 
the  first  troop  in  Manila.  He  continued  for  years  as  a 
local  scout  leader.  Other  civic  assignments  include 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Utah  State 
University  and  service  for  seven  years  as  a  director 
of  the  Utah  State  Fair  Board. 

He  has  been  devoted  to  his  church,  serving  in 
various  positions  in  the  Sunday  School  and  the 
M.I. A.  In  1928  he  became  a  counselor  in  the  Manila 
Ward  Bishopric,  a  position  he  held  for  almost  six- 
teen years.  He  then  was  called  as  bishop  of  the  ward, 
being  released  after  six  months  to  serve  for  eleven 
years  as  president  of  Timpanogos  Stake. 

During  his  lifetime  Merrill  Warnick  has  demon- 
strated that,  while  all  of  the  positions  at  the  bottom 
may  be  filled,  there  is  always  room  at  the  top  for 
the  person  who  is  "willing  to  work  hard  and  who  is 
not  afraid  to  do  more  than  he  is  paid  for."  None  of 
his  civic  work — local,  state,  or  national — has  ever 
paid  a  salary.  Rather,  the  reward  has  been  in  service 
rendered  and  in  friendships  formed.  He  has  often 
said,  "An  obstacle  is  the  thing  you  see  when  you 
take  your  eyes  off  the  goal."  He  has  been  an  inspira- 
tion to  all  because  he  has  overcome  formidable  ob- 
stacles, performing  tasks  which  have  brought  honor 
to  him,  to  his  community  and  his  state,  to  the 
Church,  and  to  the  nation. 

Mr.  President,  I  therefore  recommend  that  for 
outstanding  service  in  agriculture  and  in  church  and 
civic  affairs,  Merrill  N.  Warnick  be  awarded  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Public  Service,  honoris  causa.

President  McKay: 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  Ernest  Leroy  Wil- 
kinson, able  scholar,  outstanding  lawyer,  dynamic 
leader,  distinguished  administrator,  prodigious  work- 
er, man  of  simple  faith  and  multiple  deeds. 

Great  institutions  are  built  by  great  men  and  the 
Brigham  Young  University  is — "A-Building."  In  the 
very  center  of  that  building  program  stands  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Educational  Accomplishments 

President  Wilkinson  is  a  product  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  of  his 
native  Utah.  A  descendant  of  Danish  and  Scotch 
converts  to  the  Church,  he  was  bom  in  Ogden,  Utah, 
May  4,  1899.  He  there  attended  Weber  Academy 
and  College  where  he  was  editor  of  the  school  paper, 
twice  president  of  the  student  body,  mernber  of 
the  state  championship  debating  team,  valedictorian 
and  winner  of  the  efficiency  medal  given  to  the 
best  all  around  student.  Transferring  to  Brigham 
Young  University  he  was  president  of  his  class,  win- 
ner of  the  University-wide  extemporaneous  speaking 
contest,  member  of  several  debating  teams,  editor 
of  his  school  paper,  founder  and  president  of  the 
Public  Service  Bureau,  graduating  in  1921. 

After  teaching  for  two  years  at  Weber  College 
he  attended  George  Washington  University  Law 
School  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1926  with 
an  LL.B.  Degree,  summa  cum.  laude.  That  phrase 
applies  to  all  the  work  he  has  ever  done.  Invited  to 
Harvard  University  on  a  scholarship,  he  was  there 
awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Juridical  Science 
with  the  same  quality  of  scholarship,  being  given 
double  credit  in  Administrative  Law  by  Professor 
Felix  Frankfurter  for  a  thesis  on  "Administrative 
Control  of  Irrigation  in  Utah." 

Legal  Accomplishments 

Immediately  accepting  a  position  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Law  at  the  University  of  California, 
he  resigned  to  become  Professor  of  Law  at  New 
Jersey  Law  School.  Engaged  while  there  to  do  some 
special  legal  work  for  the  Honorable  Charles  Evans 
Hughes,  he  was  later  invited  by  Judge  Hughes  to 
practice  law  with  Hughes,  Schurman  and  Dwight, 
one  of  the  great  New  York  law  firms.  There  he  had 
experience  in  trial  work,  anti-trust  law  and  corpo- 
rate reorganizations,  was  appointed  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent of  Insurance  of  the  State  of  New  York  to 
conduct  an  investigation  of  insurance  companies, 
and  succeeded  Judge  Hughes  in  the  representation 
of  the  Ute  Indians. 

In  1935  he  entered  into  a  law  partnership  with 
Walter  Gladstone  Moyle  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  in 
1940  organized  his  own  law  firm  of  which  he  is  still 


the  senior  partner.  While  in  Washington,  D.C.  he 
instituted  suits  in  behalf  of  the  Ute  Indians  against 
the  United  States  which  became  causes  celebre  in 
American  Jurisprudence.  Engaged  to  prosecute  un- 
certain claims  of  relatively  small  amounts,  which 
on  investigation  proved  to  be  lacking  in  merit,  he 
began  an  extensive  investigation  and  prosecution, 
lasting  over  16  years  in  the  course  of  which  he  en- 
gaged 69  other  attorneys  to  assist,  and  which  culmi- 
nated in  the  largest  judgments  ever  entered  by  the 
United  States  Court  of  Claims.  In  a  judicial  hearing 
to  determine  proper  fees  for  this  great  accomplish- 
ment, Honorable  Owen  J.  Roberts,  one  time  Associate 
Justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  testified 
that  President  Wilkinson  overcame  "amazing  diffi- 
culties," made  the  right  decision  at  every  turn  of  the 
litigation  and  handled  the  claims  "with  all  the  skill  of 
a  great  advocate  and  a  great  trial  lawyer."  Honorable 
Seth  W.  Richardson,  former  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
eral in  charge  of  defending  tribal  claims  and  at  that 
time  Chairman  of  the  Subversive  Activities  Control 
Board  of  the  United  States,  testified  that  the  services 
rendered  by  President  Wilkinson  and  his  associates 
".  .  .  stagger  the  imagination.  I  never  saw  anything 
like  this  in  my  life.  I  never  expect  to  again.  *  *  *  It 
could  be  used  as  a  textbook  to  give  to  young  lawyers 
to  show  what  men  can  do  if  they  have  got  sufficient 
courage,  and  industry  and  brain.  *  ♦  ♦  You  nor  I 
never  had  an  opportunity  to  contact  human  work  in 
the  profession  of  the  law  that  compares  to  this  case. 
It  is  the  most  extraordinary  thing  I  ever  saw."  The 
court,  in  awarding  attorney's  fees,  noted  that  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  had  personally  crowded  the  equiv- 
alent of  26  years  of  normal  working  days  into  the  16 
years  of  prosecution  of  these  cases. 

President  Wilkinson's  practice  was  not  confined 
to  the  representation  of  Indian  tribes.  He  has  as 
clients  some  of  the  large  corporations  of  the  country, 
was  extensively  engaged  in  administrative  law  work, 
but  still  found  time,  with  no  promise  of  compen- 
sation, to  convince  an  Army  Review  Board  to  re- 
verse the  verdict  of  an  Army  Court  Martial  which 
had  sentenced  a  young  American  soldier  to  death 
in  Japan.  He  thought  both  the  rich  and  the  poor 
were  entitled  to  justice. 

Church  Activities  —  From  the  time  he  was  a 
boy,  he  has  been  active  in  and  served  in  all  auxiliary 
organizations  of  the  church.  Appointed  assistant 
Sunday  School  superintendent  of  his  ward  at  the 
age  of  14  he  had  charge  of  "teacher  training."  At 
the  age  of  21  he  was  on  a  Sunday  School  stake  board. 
At  the  age  of  30  he  was  president  of  the  Manhattan 
Branch  which  became  the  nucleus  of  the  New  York 
Stake.  When  later  appointed  Bishop  of  the  Queens 
Ward  in  New  York  City,  he  was  dubbed  by  his  non- 
Mormon    lawyer    associates    "the    Bishop    of   Wall 
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Street."  On  moving  to  Washington,  D.C.  he  served 
as  counselor  to  President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  in  the 
Washington  Stake  Presidency  and  represented  his 
Church  on  the  National  Commission  for  the  Selec- 
tion of  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains. 

Achievements  at  Brigham  Young  University  — 
President  Wilkinson  became  president  of  that  in- 
stitution on  February  1,  1951.  CapitaHzing  on  the 
strength  of  the  nucleus  of  the  faculty  members  al- 
ready in  the  institution  he  has  doubled  the  faculty 
by  adding  other  notably  strong  men  and  women.  The 
present  faculty  of  500  members  are  doing  distinctive 
work  in  their  various  fields.  Students  have  been 
gathered  from  every  corner  of  America  and  from 
many  other  nations.  Enrollment  has  grown  from 
about  5000  to  10,542  students  for  the  current  school 
year — one  of  the  unique  student  bodies  of  the  world. 

President  Wilkinson  has  carried  on  an  intensive 
building  program.  Witness  the  36  buildings  added 
or  being  added  in  the  last  five  years:

24  Heritage  Halls,  residences  for  women

resident  halls  and  a  central  restaurant  build- 
ing for  1,170  men  now  being  built. 

The  size  of  the  campus  has  more  than  doubled. 
In  addition  to  the  Extension  Division,  and  the  Di- 
vision of  Religion,  which  remain,  six  colleges  have 
been  replaced  by  ten  colleges  as  follows: 

College  of  Biological  and  Agricultural  Sciences 

College  of  Commerce 

College  of  Education 

College  of  Family  Living 

College  of  Fine  Arts 

College  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 

School  of  Nursing 

College  of  Physical  and  Engineering  Sciences 


College  of  Recreation,  Physical  and  Health  Edu- 
cation and  Athletics 
Graduate  School. 

A  Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps  of  the  Air 
Force  has  been  established.  A  motion  picture  pro- 
duction department  to  serve  the  Church  has  been 
organized,  and  thousands  of  students  and  graduates 
now  find  employment  through  a  very  efficient  place- 
ment bureau.  The  creation  of  a  University  stake 
which  now  comprises  17  wards  offering  excellent 
religious  training  and  experience  to  the  students  of 
the  institution  was  given  active  support  by  him.  This 
is  unique  on  the  campus  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. 

Two  years  after  becoming  president  of  Brigham 
Young  University,  President  Wilkinson  was  also 
appointed  Administrator  of  the  Unified  Church 
School  System  which  has  supervision  over  a  college 
in  Idaho,  a  school  in  Mexico,  thirty-five  institutes 
and  400  Seminaries.  During  his  administration, 
over  61  institute  and  seminary  buildings  have  been 
built  or  enlarged. 

The  Personal  Equation  —  President  Wilkinson 
possesses  a  keenly  analytical  mind  which  is  the  key 
to  his  orderly  thinking.  He  is  creative  and  construct- 
ive in  his  approach  to  all  problems.  He  has  an  un- 
usual gift  in  making  presentations  with  clarity  and 
conviction.  He  possesses  a  rare  sense  of  justice.  He 
has  a  capacity  for  mastering  endless  details.  He  has 
a  zest  for  learning.  He  is  wonderfully  motivated 
through  his  ideals.  He  has  a  passion  for  work  and 
an  unwavering  testimony  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

All  of  his  virtues  and  all  of  his  achievements  are 
solidly  anchored  in  a  fine  home.  He  cherishes  and 
is  cherished  by  a  remarkable  helpmate — the  girl  of 
his  dreams,  the  mother  of  his  three  sons  and  two 
daughters,  and  the  inspiration  of  his  life.

SIGNIFICANCE  OF  ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

The  significance  of  academic  costume  is  determined  especially  by  the 
sleeves  and  hoods.  DOCTORS  wear  the  round,  bell  sleeve;  the  gown  is  faced 
down  the  front  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color  indicating 
the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large.  The  doctor  may,  if  he  so  choose,  wear 
the  gold  tassel  on  his  cap.  MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a  slit 
near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the  master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 
BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve.  The  color  of  the  tassel  indi- 
cates whether  the  degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or  science  (golden- 
yellow)  . 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the  institutions  granting  the  degree,  or 
with  which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed  with  velvet  of  the  color 
distinctive  of  the  degree — for  example,  himianities  and  social  science,  white; 
philosophy,  blue;  science,  golden-yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering,  orange; 
education,  light  blue;  commerce  and  accounting,  drab.
